ABOARD RESCUE FLEET.

ONDON, Oct. 11.—Not since the 
Titanic sank has Europe bean so 
thrilled as by a wireless nfessage 
today telling of the burning of the 
steamer.

All night Thureday the lifeboats 
made a desperate effort to get along- 
side the Volturno, but the waves beat 
them back again and again, and not 
until the storm abated at daylight 
Friday did the rescuers succeed in re- 
moving the survivers from the 
doomed ship. 

Exactly how the reseue was effected 
is not known. The Volturne was 
well equipped with boats, sufficient, 
the agents say, for a thousand people. 
but the boisterous sea or lack of boat 
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of them. The “rescue ships were able 
to lower lifeboats, but apparentry 
most of the boats launched from the 
Volturno Were smashed or upset and 
the oceupants drowned. Two of the 
boats, crowded with passengers, are 
reported to have got away from the 
ship, but a search for them has 
Proved fruitiess and they have prac- 
tically been given up as lost. The 
Occupants of these boats are included 
in the death roll. 


The steamer Carmania, bound from 
New York for Liverpool, was seventy~ 
eight miles away when the call for.

REVOLUTIONISTS 


Huerta Says Men He Jailed 
Are Carranzistas. 


Accuses Them of Denying 
Him Financial Aid. 


Report that Some Have Been 
Killed Is Not Believed. 


A. NIGHT WIRE To THE | 

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 11.—Presh 
dent Huerta’s defense of hig action in 
causing the arrest of 110 members 
of the Chamber ef Deputies last night 
‘is that the Deputies were revolution- 
ists. It is his belief, as he states it, 
that they represented the Carranza 
sentiment in the capital, 

In a proclamation dissolving the 
Chamber it is frankly stated that their 
threat to remove themselves trom the 
capital and hold sessions where they 
would enjoy the protection which they 
allege Was denied them here, meant 
that they would transfer their ses- 
sions to territory controlled by the 
rebels. 

In spite of the fact, the proclama- 
tion continues, that the executive has 
imtervened with good offices repeat- 
ediy, in order to prevent clashes be- 
tween the Chamber and the other 
branches of the government and has 
earrted prudence and good will to an 
extreme by going repeatedly to ask 
the Deputies to reconsider their i- 
legal acts, his tolerance has resulted 
in nothing further than obtaining 
additional proof that the bedy was 
decidedly of a dissolutionist and revo. 
lutionary character, and was “re- 
solved to finish with the executive 
power by whatever means possible 
without caring that the gravest pOss}- 
ble consequences were entailed by 
such conduct." 

ADDRESS TO PROPLE. 

In separate proclamation 
dressed to the Mexican people, the 
President deciared that the Deputic: 
had shown systematic and implacable 
hostility to each and all of his acts. 

. e Executive has been able to 
convince himself,” the proclamation 
eontinues, “that a majority of the 
Deputies had resolved to deny him al! 
financial assistance, in spite of the 
abnormal conditions through which 
the country is passing and the grave 
obligations which it has both at home 
and abroad.” 

“If the undersigned,” the proc- 
lamation adds, “saw in the rebellious 
attitude of the Chamber a co-ordinate 
movement emanating from public 
opinion, with leaders capable of tak- 
ing over the government and con- 
ducting the country to days of pros- 
perity, he would gladly abandon pow- 
er and give it into expert hands.

SAYS UNIONISTS 
ARE FALSIFIERS. 


Acting Secretary Roosevelt 
Shows Up Agitators. 


Dispute Arises Over Wages 
Paid in Navy Yards. 


Board to Report New Scale 
November First. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE To THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 11.—fTExelusive Dis- 
patch.) Branding as absolutely false 
and unfair many assertions in a state- 
ment issued today by representatives 
of the union labor men at the Wash- 
ington Navy Yard, charging the Navy 
Department with “instability” In its 
arrangements for determining - the 
wage scale of the employees, Acting 
Secretary Roosevelt today explained 
the programme which will be carried 
out by the department. 
According to the statement of the 
unton labor representatives, Secretary 
Daniels first agreed to grant an in- 
crease in wages if data submitted by 
the employees last June were satisfac- 
ttery to him. Later, said the state- 
ment, he withdrew this offer and 
agreed to have a representative en 
each of the wage boards at the vari- 
ous navy ards. This offer was also 
withdrawn, sald the statemest, and a 
promise given that an independent 
investigation of the interests of the 
employees would be conducted by the 
Department of Labor, but this, too, 
hat been withdrawn. 

According to Mr. Roosevelt, Sec- 
retary Daniels agreed to none of the 
propositions as “offers:” he declared 
that the Secretary *agreed to accept 
the data offered last June but could 
not base his findings on them for the 
reason that the data would give but 
one side of the question. 

The Secretary, he said, agteed to 
consider the proposition of a union 
labor representative on each board 
but this was found impossible because 
of the law directing the department to 
ascertain rates paid by private em- 
ployers without giving the department 
the power to force this information 
from the employers. 

In consequence of this, Mr. Roose- 
velt said, the employers refused point 
blank to give confidential information 
regarding their pay roll if union le- 
bor representatives were to be on the 
boards. Secretary Daniels might 
agree, he said, to ask the Department 
of Labor to make an independent in- 
vestigation, but this was found 
impossible because of the inability of 
the latter department to assign em- 
ployees to the work, and. said the 
acting Secretary, the statement that 
the Department ot Labor was willing 
to make the investigation was mani- 
featly untrue. 

Mr. Roosevelt explained that the de- 
partment had at lest arrived at a 
positive arrangement which would not 
be altered. Under this the Secretary 
will require the wage boards to make 
their reports not later than November 
la month ahead of the original 
time set—and that, before arriving 
at a decision on rates of waces, he 
would submit the findings of the board 
to the employees, giving them all the 
time they desired to prepare answers 
to these findings. 

When they have done so. he ex- 
plained, the Secretary will give an 
entire afternoon to three delegates 
from each yard, selected by the em- 
ployees and representing various 
trades, to present their objections. if 
any to the board’s conclusions.

breach and the Senator promptly 
“came across” and put up an ex- 
cellent bluff, which kept Fisk on the 
job temporarily.

Sen Robbed of Some of Its 
Terrors by the Use of 
Telegraphy. 

Wireless has saved 5000 from 
drowning. Wireless telegraphy 
has saved at least 5000 Iives 
since it came into practical use 
in 1909. The first notable in- 
stance was at the time of the 

sinking of the Republic. 

The following are some of 
the most important marine dis- 
asters in which the wireless 
played an important part: :

gers were huddled together as far as 
it was possible to get from the flames, 
while throughout the day the officers 
and crew fought desperately with 
whatever appliances were at hand to 
hold the fire in check. 

But night came on and the seas 
only abated slightly. The—hopeleas- 
ness of.the situation was manifested 
at 9 o'clock in the evening When a 
great explosion tore away a part of 
the upper works, and flames burst 
from the engine-room. It then be- 
came a matter of how long the Vol- 
turno would stay above the waters. 

Meanwhile several of the terrified 
passengers, wrapped in life buoys, 
dropped over into the sea. One of 
them was taken on board the Car- 
mania. 

When day broke the Volturno was 
etill afloat. The gale had moderated 
and the seas had calmed down. From 
almost every one of the encircling 
steamers lifeboats were sent out, and 
into these the women and children 
were lowered first. Several trips were 
necessary before the survivors were 
removed to a place of safetv. 

It is pointed out as a remarkable 
coincidence that the Volturno, about 
four years ago, made a notable rescue 
im @ great storm in mid-Atlantic of 
the crew of a French vessel. Capt. 
H ison, whey then commanded the 
Volturno, was decorated by the 
French government for his daring act. 

CARMANIA ARRIVES. 

When the Carmania reached the vi- 
cinity of the Volturno at noon she 
found the forward end of the dis- 
tressed vessel burning fiercely. The 
faming ship was rolling heavily while 
her propellers were fouled with tackle 
used In lowering her six lifeboats. It 
was learned by the captain of the 
Carmania that only two Out of six 


lifeboats had succeeded in 
safely away from the 
other four, crowded with passengers 
and members of the crew, were 
smashed against the side of the ves- 
sel and all their occupants thrown 
into the sea and drowned. 

In spite of the terrific 
when she arrived near 
the captain of the Carmania had one 
of his lifeboats lowered to help in 
| the rescue. The boat was launched 
with much dificulty for even on the 
lee side of the Carmania the sea was 
terribly rough and it was only by ex- 
traordinary efforts that the smal! 
craft was prevented fron, being 
smashed or capsized as she left the 


the ship. 

e Carmania’s lifeboat, in ch 

of First Officer Gardines, 
gallant, but futile. attempt to get 
alongside the doomed Volturno. After 
two hours battle with the waves, 
during which the lifeboat lost all but 
three of her oars, the post being 
broken or torn from the hands of 
the crew, First Officer Gardiner re- 
turned to the Carmania, which he 
succeeded in making without loss of 
life or broken Mmbs among the mem- 
bers of his boat crew. 

Capt. Barr of the Carmania then 
maneuvered his big vessel very close 
to the Volturno and finally got the 
Carmania's bow within a hundred feet 
of the Volturno’s stern. Tt was found 
impossible, however, to cast a line on 
board the Voliurno or get anybody 
off her. 

It was a terrifying sight for the 
passengers and crew of the Carmania 
to see 80 clone to them the hundreds 
of passengers, inluding women and 
children, horror-stricken, on the 
decks of the Volturno and yet be un- 
able to help them. Most of the pas- 
sengers got into the ship's lifeboats, 
but a hundred of them had gathered 
at the after end of the burning ves- 
sel whose crew at the same time con- 
> to fight the fire at her forward 
end. 

Capt. Barr of the Carmania in the 
meanwhile kept his wireless appara- 
tus at work communicating with all 
the vessels within the radius of his 
instruments, 

At 4 o'clock in the afternoon the 
Grosser Kurfuerst and Seydlitz came 
in sight and these two were joined 
later in the afternoon by the Kroon- 
land, the Devonia, Rappahannok, 
Minneapolis, La Tovuraine and the 
Asian. 

The gale abated slightly toward 
night_and each of the succoring ships 
put out boats. The waves, however. 
wefe so high that although the smal! 
craft made some progress in the di. 
rection of the Volturno,.it was tm- 
possible to get alongside and they re- 
turned to their ships im most cases 
with the greatest difficulty, owing to 
the overwhelming seas and the dark- 
ness. 

The Carmania kept her lights ' 
throwing their rays across the foaming 
seas, in the quest for possible strug- 
giing swimmers or lifeboats from the 
Volturne. 

At about 9 o'’cloek in the evening, 
when the darkness was at its black- 
est. flames burst through amidships 
of the Volturno from her engine-room 
and coal bunkers. 

As the fire lighted up the sky there 
followed an explosion which sent into 
the alr burning wreckage like a flight 
of rocketa. 

The spectacle of the great vessel be- 
ing consumed by fire with over 500

Back to Apostolic Days Put in Con- 
crete Form at the Vatican and Will 
Shortly Be Promulgated by the 
Holy Father.

ROME, Oct. 11.—[Sxclusive Dis- 
.Ppatch.] Pope Pius will sign a docu- 
ment next year which will be not 
only the most important to which he 
affixed his signature during the Pon- 
tificate, but one which is looked on 
as the most important in the history 
of the Catholic church, and one of 
the greatest reforms attempted by 
any Pope, namely, the codification of 
the Canon law decreed by Pope Pius 
in 1904 and now practically com- 
-pleted. 

An idea of the importance of the 
work may be gathered from the fact 
that the Canon law at present con- 
sists of written and traditional legis- 
lation of the church agjnce the days 
of the aposties, documents extending 
over practically nineteen centuries. 

Cardinal Gaspari, a practical codi- 
fier tn charge of the work, says three 
of the largest rooms in the Vatican 
are filled with collections of the de- 
crees and constitutions which will 
cease to have force when the Pope 
has promulgated the new code.

CHINESE CAN 
PICK COTTON. 


Oriental Aid of Great V alae 
to Ranchers. 


Mewxicgn End of Imperial V al- 
ley Very Prosperous. 


Exclusion Law Nullified by 
Acts of Democrats. 


CALEXICO, Oct. 11-—-Advices to 
officials here from the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company indicate that up- 
wards of 500 Chinese laborers will 
reach Mexicali before the end of the 
current month. Semething like 475 
Chinese laborers will coma in on the 
Korea, Siberia and the Persia, all Pa- 
cific Mall steamers, before ihe last 
day of October. This namber, added 
to those already on the ground, wi! 
make practically 3000 Ohinese in the 
Mexican end of the Imperial Valley. 

The Chinese make ideal cotton pick- 
ers and are enabling farmers on the 
Mexican side of the iine to pick and 
handie their cotton at a mifiimum ex- 
pense. The thousands of actes of 
lands rentea by Americaus from the 
California-Mexico Land aid Cattle 
Company, planted to cotion, and 
where the labor ts performed by Chi- 
nese, are proving thls is to De a splen- 
did money-making vperation for the 
Amerivan tenant farmers. 

Some of there farmers, having rent- 
ed and planted to cotton as high as 
1000 acres each, will net from $25,000 
to $40,000 on this year’s crop: rome of 
the best stands of cotton yielding not 
less than $60 per acre net, all ex- 
penses of planting, cultivating and 
picking being deducted. 

A number of the successful Jap- 


Heount of the anti-alfen law, 
to change their base of operations, anc 
are moving below the ime, where 
there is no embargo or comphecations 
to interfere with their natural en 
terprise and industry.

Some of the cotton farmers are, ow- 
ing to their ability to utilise Chinese 
labor, laying plans to farm their cot- 
ton plantations during the winter 
months to vegetables. The United 
States duty having been practically alt 
removed trom vegetables, they will be 
able te bring tn beets, cabbage, car- 
rots, onions, sweet potatoes and other 
vegetables without the payment of the 
heavy duty which has heretofore made 
the raising of these products out of 
the question below the line. no mat- 
ter how cheap or plentiful the suppiy 
of labor might have been. 

After the winter crop of vegetables 
is harvested there will be ample time 
left and the soll will be in belter con- 
dition for the farmer to produce a 
big crop of cetton during the sum- 
mer and fall 

The Californta-Mexico Land and 
Cattle Company on the Mexican side 
has leased upwards of 20.000 acres to 
new tenants within tho last few 
months, and now that the duty has 
jbeen removed from dairy producta, 
as well as from vegetables, there ap- 
pears to be a very greatly increased 
demand for the Mexican delta lands. 

The datryman whe can hire Chinese 
irrigators, Chinese milkors and (Chi- 
nese laborers to cultivate his soli, and 
bring hie milk and cream into the 
United States and Into the Los Angeles 
market, without the payment of duty.

HAT the railroads will not do 
about the opening of the Pan-| 
ama Canal would make the 
jonger story. Nevertheless, the high 
moguis of the steam lines are by no 
means oblivious to the possibility that 
the canal opening will rob them of 
business. But as they are optimists, 
also psychologists, they are pre 
to reap the whirlwind, as it were, in 
their own peculiar way. Precisely. 
they are going to cater to the “get 
there” desires of Americans in a way 
that will keep the dollars rolling into 
their exchequers in the old familiar 
way. 
A year ago it was the habit of the 
hysterical to credit the railroads with 
plans for financial manipulations 
which would keep the steamshi 
companies eating out of their hands 
There was also talk of a refusal to 
make dock deliveries.

ONE IN THIS CITY. 

Marconi Company to Build Dozen 

Costly Stations on Coast, With 

Hotel at Each, and Work Already 

Begun—System Soon to Girdle the 


The American Marcon! Company is 
invading the Pacific Coast and has al- 
ready begun work on the first two of 
twelve stations. Los Angeles is to 
have one of these great wireless op- 
erating plants, the cost of which runs 
into several hundred thousand dollars. 
They are units of a system that will 
soon girdle the earth, and follow im- 
mediately on the completion of a 
dozen stations of the same kind on the 
Atiantic Coast. 

The handiing and caring for the 
large crew of men who work on the 
erection of each plant has been 
awarded by contract to D. Joseph Des- 
mond, who had the commissary con- 
tract for the aqueduct. 

“We are taking care of 150 men 
at each one of the works.” said Des- 
mond yecterday. “Most of these men 
have cctne from the East. where they 
have been working on the other plants 
and the two first stations on the 
Coast are just being started at Bolinas 
and at Marshall, both towns in this 
State.” 

J. G. White & Co., have the con- 
tract for construction. In addition 
to erecting the new type of receiving 
and sending towers that are the spe- 
clal patents of the American Marcon! 
Company, and which are expected to 
standardize this feature of wireless 
telegraphy, the contractors are build- 
ing a hotel at each station. It requires 
thirty-eight men to operate a sta- 
tion, and to properly care for these 
men and their families, the telegraph 
company builds a hotel having ac- 
commodations for fifty persons. 
*There will be three stations in 
Southern California, the exact loca- 
tions of which have not been dis- 
closed. It is the plan of the Marconi 
company to place the stations in 
rather out-of-the-way places to avoid 
interference from any possible outside 
sources. A station is to be erected 
soon tn Honolulu and another near 
Manila. 

The commissary contract for this 
extensive work, which will take about 
two years to complete, is not the only 
large one awarded Desmond within 
the past few days.

Tt is supposed that the Comanches 
brought back the bean and the habit 
from their exile. When the Coman- 
ches fled across the border to escape 
the United States troops, they settled 
Gown in Mexico and there learned the 
peyole bean habit from the Mexi- 
cans. Of recent years they have re- 
turned to the United States, bringing 
the pest with them. 

The first Indians in this country to 
learn it from the Comanches were 
some of the tribes in Oklahoma. From 
them it spread to the Omahasa, and 
on to the tribes of the Middle West. 


OVER TO DREAMLAND,

The Diameter of the Universe De- 
termined by the Director of an Ob- 
servatory in South Africa. 


[New York Commercial:] Great 
credit is due to R. A. T. Inness, di- 
rector of the Union Observatory at 
Johannesburg, South Africa, for 
measuring the diameter of the uni- 
verse. He tells us that it is six quad- 
rillions, three hundred thirty-four 
trillions, nine hundred fifty-one bfl- 
lions, six hundred eighty millions of 
miles through. Perhaps it is a mile 
or more under or over, although it 
would be carping to insist that the 
professor be exact. He also tells us 
that the planetary system of which 
the earth igs a member is contained 
in a space girdied by the milky way 
and that the most distant star in 
that girdie is 640 light years away 
from us. 

Presently some night rider amongst 
the stars will measure for us the 
diameter of the milky way, and per- 
haps, tell us what is in the space 
—— aside from the cold and the 
ark. 
' Gentlemen like Prof. Inness, we 
fear, do not view with a true sense 
of their importance, the events which 
are engrossing the minds of the great 
amongst the dwellers of the earth. 
For instance, the transcendant im- 
portance of the direct primary and 
whether the initative, referendum 
and recall shall apply to pound keep- 
ers as well as judges, move them 
not.

If you trust the gossip of St. Peters- 


yburg you will be told that he was 
merely one of a type of numerous 
Russians who determine to live either 
at the top of the ladder or the bottom 
—men who have no use for the mid- 
die classes or the middle rungs. He 
never expected to become a man of 
wealth, but when he did acquire a 
fortune a year ago he began to live 
in the most expensive manner in St. 
Petersburg, keeping a yacht and race 
orses. He gave the finest entertain- 
ments to his friends, in the course of 
which mirrors in the restaurants were 
frequently broken through the throw- 
ing of champagne bottles and 
but he cheerfully paid the bill. 
SINKS HIS YACHT. 

At last, discovering that he had 
come to the end of his money, he in- 
vited all hie friends to a fete on an 
island, whither they were taken in 
his yacht. The day was passed in 
revelry. When the last, visitor had 
been landed on the way home, Nie- 
dochin sank his yacht so that no one 
should use it after him, and the next 
morning saw him busy as a sweeper, 
&® common municipal workman in 
workman's rough clothes. 

This is the tale that is told to all 
inquirers by the people of St. Peters- 
burg who get their information sec- 
ond-hand, but it really does not rep- 
resent the exact causes that led Nie- 
dochin to sacrifice so cheerfully his 
money, his friends and his position.

About 
this period two women unfortunately 
entered his life—one the daughter of 
a well-known Russian Grand Duke 
who need only be known as Maria: 
the other, Paula Mickelovich, the 
famous dancer in the Russian Ballet 


at the Imperial Theater. Both ap- 
parently fell violently in love with 
him, but his heart went out to Paula 
Mickelovich, the fierce, ardent, im- 
pressionable” “star,” a keen favorite 
with the Czar and a girl with the 
Titian locks that all artists love, and 
with the vibrating, sensitive tempera- 
ment that takes everything up like a 
sponge but in reality gives nothing of 
sympathy, insight or affection in re- 
rn. 


Poor Viadimir was too much in love 
with her to realize this inherent 
selfishnegs, and he wrote and sang and 
painted, and moved every force and 
lever that he could control to pro- 
mote the success of this fascinating 
but unstable and heartless Paula. She 
took his devotion as her right. There 
were dozens of others like him and 
miuch more fun than he was, but when 
he became suddenly rich she saw in- 
creased use for him and paid him re- 
doubled devotion.

Norwegian Sleuth in Miz-up 
With Skirted Officer. 


Gets Eighteen Months for 
His Slanderous Talk. 


Wrought Up Over It. 


[Special Correspondence of The Timea.) 
CHRISTIANIA, Sept. 27.— The 


eternal “women's rights” problem has 
displayed a new phase here, where 
the first uniformed policewoman ever 
appointed anywhere, Miss Henriksen, 
has had to fight for her character 
in the Norwegian law courts, and has 
won a brilliant victory. 


She has had to proceed against her 
immediate supérior officer, Police In- 
Spector Haraldstad of Christianssand 
for gross insults and slander. He 
made love to her first, and then hated 
her, and attacked her where, as a 
woman, she was most vulnerable—in 
her honor. 
The case has caused an enormous 
sensation throughout Norway. After 
an investigation lasting several weeks 
the court has found Inspector Harald- 
stad guilty and has sentenced him to 
eighteen months’ imprisonment and 
Miss Henriksen damages of 
The story unfolded before the judge 
was so dramatic that it may be told 


thus: 

Act 1—<About two and a half years 
ago, Miss Henriksen, a very pretty 
blonde of engaging manners, rely 
20 ‘years old, was appointed to her 
post out of 117 applicants. Similar 
appointments were soon afterwards 
made in a half a dozen other Nor- 
wegian towns, at the instigation of a 
powerful Norwegian women’s or- 
ganization with branches all over the 
country. Inspector Haralastad, the 
officer in direct command of the local 
police force, under supervision of the 
Chief Constable of Christianssand, is 
@ fine-looking young man, belonging 
to one of the best families. He had 
made himself exceedingly popular 
with the townspeople, and it was gen- 
erally predicted at his official ca- 
reer would be unusually brilliant. He 
bad already been elected a member 
of the local Town Counel) and oc- 
cupied a number of other public po- 
sitions of trust. 

Act 2.—The inspector fell madly in 
love with the beautiful policewoman, 
who, as a matter of course, was placed 
under his command, and it appears 
that his advances were favorably re- 
ceived by the young lady—at least, to 
begin with. 

Act 3—-For some reason undisclosed 
her affection cooled, and the lovelorn 
inspector was seized with fits of vio- 
lent jealousy, which eventually turned 
deadly hatred. 

ct 4——One day a couple of months 
ago, the Ingepector handed in a report 
to the Chief of Police accusing Miss 
Henriksen of leading an immoral life, 
and naming a number of well-known 
citizens as her lovers. The report 
concluded with a formal] declaration 
from the inspector that he had him- 
self been guilty of an intrigue with 
the fascinating policewoman. .To ag- 
gravate matters he even sent a nvm- 
ber of circulars to private people re- 
iterating the charges against Miss 
Henriksen, and as a result he was 
suspended and arrested.

Henriksen emphatically denied that 
her relationg with Inspector Harald- 
stad had ever exceeded the limits of 
propriety. They had exchanged . dec- 
larations. of mutual affection and 
love, but nothing beyond that. 

Her evidence was supported in de- 
tall by a number of independent wit- 
nesses, and the court gave judgment 
in her favor—the conclusion of Act 5.

WHAT EUGENICS 
REALLY IS. 


Oxonian Writes in Defense 
of New Science. 


Controlled Heredity Best for 


Human Race. 


Wrong to Have Children 
When There Are Defects, — 


[Special Correspondence of The Times} 
LONDON, Sept. 27.—Many people 
in Engiand, misied by extra vagant 
hold today errone- 
ous views as to the real meaning of 
eugenics. “Oh,” these persons as- 
sert with an airy wave of the hand, 
“I know what you men preach—the 
marriage of couples at the command 
of an official a  prize-cattle 
breeder, the extinction of poor 
wretches who do not look fat and 
healthy and smug and weigh so many 
pounds at date.” 

“This is all wrong,” says Dr. Hda- 
gar Schuster of Oxford, the recog- 
nized authority on eugenics In Eng- 
land, in the course of a defense of 
the science which he is just about to 
issue as a pamphiet. “If those who 
are fortunate enough to suffer for 
some hereditary defect can be con- 
vinced that it is all wrong ta have 
children, of whom many will probably 
suffer in a similar way, some at any 
rate will refrain from having them. 

“That this is so is shown by rece 
ords of the marriages of the deaf and 
dumb. Deaf-mutism, as this condi- 
tion is called, has been recognized 
for many years to be inherited and 
deaf mutes are for the most part ed- 
ucated in institutions in which this 
fact is likely to be brought to their 
knowledge. As a result, statistics 
taken both from England and Ameri- 
ca show that, although they frequent- 
ly marry, their families are usually 
very small. 

“In some cases, however, the very 
nature of the defect—for example, 
feeble-mindedness—makes an appeal 
to reason impossible, and here there 
may be some scope for judictous leg- 
islation following the education ef 
public opinion. 

GROWING LESS PROLIFIC. 

“To persuade the sounder and 
more able. members of the commun- 
ity, who in the interests of the race 
should propagate their kind, to do 
so in any large degree is a more dif- 
ficult task. There is reason to sup- 
pose that at the present day these 
are becoming less and less prolific. If 
this is so, it is obviously a state of 
affairs of great import to the nation, 
which calls for the serious considera- 
tion of statesmen. The first step to 
be taken must be to define the condi- 
tions which impose peculiar hard- 
ships on the parents of large families, 
and where possible to alleviate them. 

“It is difficult to see how anyone 
with a disinterested desire for human 

rogress can quarrel with this object. 

ther he must ask: “By what means 
can it be achieved?’ 

“The angwer to this question must 
be given in the first instance by the 
science of eugenics, which was 
fined by Sir Francis Galton as ‘the 
study of agencies under social con- 
trol which may improve or itmpair 
the racial qualities of future genere- 
tions either physically or mentally.’ 

MUST STUDY HEREDITY. 

‘This science must center round the 
study of heredity, as it is by heredity 
that various qualities of mind and 

dy, insofar as they are inborn, are 
‘passed on from one generation to an- 

er. 

“The power of heredity when con- 
trolied by selection to adapt a race of 
living beings to a desired end is well 
seen in the domestic animals. The 
speed of the greyhound, the strength 
ef the cart horse, the egg-laying ca- 
pacity of @ really good hen, the ¢z- 
traord powers of milk-produc- 
tion shown by some cows, are all 
largely due to the selection by man for 
breeding purposes of the swiftest 
among the hounds, the strongest 
among the horses, the best layers 
amy the hens, and the cows which 
give the largest yield of milk—togeth- 
er with the fact that these qualities 
are inherited. 

“Tt is asserted by the more ignorant 
and unscrupulous of their critics that 
Eugenists desire to interfere with oth- 
er people's love affairs and to say to 
these two, "You must not marry,’ and 
to these two, "You must do so,’ much 
in the same way as the horse-breeder 
chooses the sire for his mares.

The Emperor, who is often spoken 
of as the most lonely monarch In Eu- 
rope, is himself a famous shot and is 
descended from a race of keen sports- 
men. It was, in fact, on a hunting 
expedition that the first Hapsburg ‘o 
come into prominence met with an 
adventure which helped him to the 
crown of what was then “The Holy 
Roman Empire of German Netional- 
ity.” 
Rudolph von Hapsburg was a sim- 
ple Ferman baron who led a quiet life 
in his castle, Hapsburg, among the 
Alps, and did not concern himself with 
the troubles which rent the empire in- 
to warring factions He was riding 
leme one evening after a day's hunt- 
ing when he came to a swollen moun- 
tain torrent. The tinkling of a little 
bell on the further bank attracted his 
attention. He saw a priest and an Ac- 
companying acolyte carrying the via- 
ticum of some dying sinner, and their 
way was barred by the stream. Ku- 
doiph von Hapsburg set the priest up- 
on his horse and not only helped him 
safely across, bot escorted him, cap in 
hand, meekly and on foot, to his des- 
tination. The recital of this graceful 
act to the German Princes assembled 
for the election of an Emperor is said 
to have induced them to vote in favor 
of Rudolph von Hapsburg. At any 
rate, Rudolph was crowned Emperor 
and managed a very difficult empire 
with considerable skill. om

When Archduchess Sophie, the Em- 
peror’s mother, bought this chalet it 
was a very unpretentious place, with 
scarcely enough room for the owner 
and none at all for the household 
servants. But it has gradually been 
added to. chiefly to provide room for 
the growing families of His Majesty's 
two daughters, until today tt has be- 
come quite a respectably good-sized 
house. But still retains ori¢- 
inal simple character. . room 
looks as if it were lived tn. There's 
ev for use and nothing for 
show. furniture and fittings all 
belong to the locality, and indeed 
most of the contents of the villa were 
made tn the neighborhood. 

The halla and reception-room are 
fitted with trophies of the chase, 
chiefly magnificent antier heads. all 
bearing evidence of the Emperor's 
hunting prowess. Pach head is care- 
fully mounted, and bears a brass 
plate telling the date and place where 
the animal was killed. The itmpe- 
rial owner's living apartments are as 
simple as, or even simpler, than the 
other rooms. He sleeps on & smal! 
camp bedstead, and a big workman-

EMPEROR'S DAILY LIFE. 


Francis Joseph's daily life is in 
perfect harmony with these plain sur- 
roundings. He rises between 4 and & 
every morning, and after a cup of 
coffee and roll, wtihout even butter. 
gOes straight to his desk and begins 
the work of the day. Couriers from 
Vienna are constantly coming with 
Gispatches from the Foreign Office 
and documents from the War Office, 
and other ministries requiring the 
sovereign’s attention and signature. 
Although far away from the seat of 
government, he cannot escape the af- 
faire of state. 

Usually the Emperor works stead- 
lly until about 8 o'clock, when he 
goes for a quiet stroll in-the forest 
for an hour or so. Then he returns 
to his desk, and about 9:30 has a sort 
of light preliminary lunch, a chop 
or cutiet, wtih one glass of beer. This 
is brought on a tray to his writing 
desk, and is not permitted to inter- 
fere with the progress of his work. 
With occasional interruptions, work 
goes on until midday, when a family 
luncheon is served. 

No matter what delicacies may be 
on the table, Francis Joseph confines 
himself to a slice of “rindfleisch,” 
that bolled beef of which the Aus- 
trians are so fond. But it has to be 
very good, the Emperor being as 
particular about the cut and quality 
as any Viennese citizen. 

One giass of Austrian wine, red or 
white, as he may fancy, or the doctor 
may direct,.but never more than one, 
is all that he drinks. This is fol- 
lowed by a mild cigar, smoked from 
a long holder, to keep the smoke out 
of the eyes. At one time the Emperor 
was very fond of good Virginia cigars, 
but his physicians cut off that form of 
enjoyment. 

In the afternoon, between 4 and 
5 o'clock, a carriage is brought oround 
and the Emperor goes on a long drive 
through the forest. He never falls to 
take his gun along, and usually man- 
ages to have a little shooting on the 
way. If the weather is favorable he 
may stay out three of four hours, re- 
turning home about 8 o'clock. 

As a rule, he avolds the formal 
evening dinner party, and has a 
modest supper in his study, going to 
bed about 98 sometimes even 
sooner. Such ts the even tenor of 
His Majesty's lonely life at Ischi, ex- 
st upon the days when he is hunt-

of amusement. He never goes to 
races, and doesn’t care at all for 
cards. But he is always ready for a 
shooting expedition. He began early, 
killing his first stag as a boy of 14. 
THE SHOOTING PARTIES. 
The imperial shooting parties at 
Ischi are organized with the greatest 
care and forethought. The Emperor 
himself plans every detail and settles 
the position each gun is to take. Pv- 
erything is done in the most precise 
order. And at the same time it is 
all ag simple as possible. There are

Attractive, however, as these hunt- 
ing expeditions may seem, his castie in 
the Alps in reality is the haunt of 
great loneliness.

TALE OF A FORESTER. 

One of the Crown Prince's foresters 
atill lives near the scene of the trag- 
edy. He tells of those wild nights 
when after @ day's shooting the Prince 
would be driven at a reckless gallop 
to Vienna, returning to shoot in the 
morning, snatching what sleep he 
could on the way. But when you ask 
the forester about that 30th of Janu- 
ary, he shakes his head and walks 
away. So when the Emperor returns 
home after a day spent hunting in 
the mountains, it is a very lonely old 
man who sits brooding in the castle 
among the fir trees. 

Emperor Francis Joseph entered on 
his heritage sixty-five years ago when 
his predecessor resigned, being no 
longer able to cope with the increas- 
ing difficulties of sovereignty. Hungary 
was then in open rebellion. Not many 
years later Austria was obliged to as- 
siet Prussia in dismembering gallant 
little Denmark. Two years after this 
Austria suffered defeat at the hands 
of her ally in the preceding war. The 
short war which ended in the peace 
of Prague laid the foundations of a 
rival empire of German nationality 
and left to Kaieer Franz Josef an ag- 
gregation of divers nationalities—Ger- 
mans, Magyars, Poles, Czechs, and 
Slavs of all kind, with a sprinkling of 
other races. Numerically the Ger- 
mans are in a minority compared with 
the heterogeneous mass which makes 
up the population of the dual mon- 
archy. 

Religious differences made them- 
selves felt from time to time, for 
though Roman Catholics preponder- 
ate, there are many Protestants, a 
large number of the Greek Orthodoxy, 
and, in Galicia especially, a seething 
mass of Jews to complicate the al- 
ready intricate affairs of the state. 
And it ts this question of relicion 
which is now becoming more insistent. 
During his long reign the Emperor’s 
tac. has helped to solve many difficult 
problems, but as his life draws to its 
close these probleme threaten to be- 
come more acute. The reason is to be 
found tn the strict laws which govern 
Austrian succession. Direct deacend- 
ant of the Emperor Francis Joseph 
there is none, so the crown goes to 
-_ nephew, Archduke Francis Fer- 


HAS MORGANATIC WIFE. 
This heir to the throne entered into 

tle marriage with a very 
and ambitious lady, who was 
raised to the rank of Countess, and 
subsequently Duchess, in order to give 
her some standing at the imperta!l 
court. However, she ranks below 
the youngest member of the imperial 
family, and no son of hers can in- 
herit the imperial crown. There is no 
such restriction according to the laws 
of Hungary or Bohemia, so a son of 
the Archduke Francis Ferdinand and 
his wife, Duchess Hochberg, ts eligi- 
ble for the crown of these two com- 
ponent parts of the complex empire- 
kingdom. 

There is only one power on earth 
that could influence the law of Aus- 
tria’s succession, and that power rests 
in the hands of the Pope. There- 
fore, the Duchess Hochberg has in- 
duced the Archduke to exert all his 
influence to further the ambitions of 
the church of Rome. In this the 
Archduke is supported by the high 
nobility and by a large majority of 
the army and the bureaucracy. But 
this movement is towards reaction 
and in conflict with the ideals of the 
industrial and commercial classes, so 
here are the seeds of further trouble. 

Even if the Pope interferes and 
makes possible the succession of a 
son of the Duchess Hochberg to the 
imperial crown, he will demand as 
payment a atrict control over the 
policy of the empire, and will seek to 
influence the educational system to 
serve his purposes. This again wil! 
clash with the views held by 
progressive parties, many of whom 
have been educated tn Germany, and 
send their sons out of the country 
for the same purpose in ever-increas- 
ing numbers. 

Again, tf the Pope declines to in- 
terfere, Hungary and Bohemia might 
conceivably elect a son of Archduke 
Francis Ferdinand as their Kine, 
leaving the tmpertal crown and the 
Hapeburg dominions to someone who 
fulflls the exacting conditions which 
govern Austrian succession. This 
would mean the disintegration of the 
Austro-Hungarian Empire and would 
be one of the greatest calamities in 
history. 

In order to avold this disaster, Em- 

Francia Joseph found a suit- 
able wife for yet another nephew, 
Archduke Charlies Francis Joseph. 
The latter is young and very childish, 
the despair of those who have set 
their hopes on him, for he shows as 
yet no promise of being able to grap- 
ole with the serious task that may 
be his some day. He is also intensely 
bigotted and therefore little likely to 
reconcile the progressives. 

WIFE I8 CAPABLE. 

Hille wife. Princess Lita, is very 
capable and knows how to hold her 
own. There is no love lost between 
her and Duchess Hochberg, over 
whom ehe takes precedence, and con- 
sequently the court is divided into 
factions which are not without Influ- 
ence in the country and certainly do 
not make for peace and contentment. 

As yet the army holds with Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, for he is in 
high command, whereas his cousin is 
much his junior in army rank, and 
the strong persuynality of Duchess 
still counts for much. 
the factions of the court go on diverg- 
ent ways and leave the aged Emperor 
troubled and very lonely in his castle 


Isahl. 

And at Konopist, the favorite coun- 
try seat of Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand, a fair exterior hides many 
troubles.

A WOMAN'S RIGHTS.

BERLIN, Sept. 27.—The Supreme 
Court of Leipzig has given a decision 
on the right of a woman to receive 
men visitors in her own apartments, 
decreeing that the right was indis- 
putable.

The owner of the 
flate demanded that the tenant should 
forbid the actress from receiving male 
callers, on the ground that it was dis- 
agreeable to the other tenants.

Year’s Bulding Total Shows Sub- 

stantial Advance Over All Previous 

Periods—Indications of Activity. 

The total cost of building opera- 
tions in this city for the year to date 
amounts to $27,218,460, according to 
the weekly report of the city build- 
ing department, issued yesterday. 
The sum representa the outlay for 
13,295 separate construction ifema. 
The figures for the corresponding 
period of last year were 12,659" per- 
mits and $24,836,469 in valuation. The 
gain is 636 in the number of permits 
and $2,381,991 in valuation.

Dr. Milbank Johnson, chairman of 
the Municipal Charities Commission 
of this city, returned yesterday from 
a two-weeks’ trip to take his dauch- 
ter to a school in the Hast. He im- 
proved the opportunity to get in 
touch with charity work In cities in 
New England and the Middle West. 

Dr. Johnson found an active inter- 
est being taken in those centers in 
the experiment this city is making 
with municipal control ofall charities 
which appeal to the general public 
for aid and support. While in the 
East, Dr. Johnson visited the head- 
quarters and conferred with the of- 
ficers of the Associated Charities in 
Boston, which he pronounces a well- 
managed organization, as were most 
if not all those he visited; the New 
York Charities Organization Socie- 
ties and the Russell Sage Foundation, 
the latter with an endowment of $19,- 
000,000, doing splendid work: the 
United Charities in Chicago, and the 
Chicago Association of Commerce. 

In the latter city, the United Char- 
ities do not indorse charitable organ- 
izations; that is left to the Associa- 
tlon of Commerce, which body has a 
set of requirements which must be 
met as a condition precedent to in- 
dorsement by that body. These re- 
quirements impressed Dr. Johnson as 
worthy of adoption by charity organ- 
izations im other cities, and are as 
follows:

ACROOSS FROM THE CAPITAL. 


SACRAMENTO, Oct. 11.—S8€ Louis 
has its East St. Louis and Portland 
its East Portland, and now Sacra- 
mento is to have a West Sacramento. 
The site of the new city is only 
a few minutes ride from the capitol 
buildings and is connected with Sac- 
ramento prqaper by two large steel 
bridges. It will be intersected by 
four interurban electric railways 
operating between Sacramento and 
Woodland, Vallejo, Antioch, Berke- 
ley, Oakland and San Francisco, and 
will have a station on the main line 
of the Southern 

It is surrounded by thousands of 
acres of farming land and will nat- 
urally be a distributing point for the 
products of this section. It is inter- 
esting to note that the site for this 
new city was only a short time ago 
considered valteless on account of 
the yearly overfiow from the Sacra- 
mento River. Gut at an enormous | 
expenditure, a section of 11,500 acres 
has recently been reclaimed. 

This entire tract was drained off 
and surrounded by strong levees. A 
drainage system was established and 
powerful pumping plants installed 
which keep the land free from sur- 
plus moisture at all times. 

A remarkable feature of the land 
is that it is all sub-irrigated. A huge 
sum has been spent in placing the 
property in condition for farming. 
Modern machinery has been used in 
Clearing the lands and in plowing 
hundreds of acres. Chemical analyses 
of the soil has been made on every 
acre to determine what the land is 
best suited to produce and experi- 
mental farms are being conducted on 
the property by soll experts.

mits Issued During September. 
Los Angeles led al! other cities in 
the United States In the number of 
building permits granted during the 
month of September. New York was 
second: Philadeiphia, third: Cleve- 
land, fourth, Seattle, fifth: Chicago. 
sixth, Detroit, seventh, and Portland, 
eighth. In point of outlay for new 
buildings for the month, Los Angeles 
stood at seventh. The statistics were 
Collected by Construction News of 
Chicago. 
The totals for the eight cities spend- 
Ing in excess of $1,000,000 for build- 
ing during the month follow: Los 
Angeles, 1387 permits, $1,748,665;

After 
it had driven you out of business it 
could put up the price-in your ter- 
ritory and recoup again what it spent 
in 4 of you as @ competitor. 

“Tt should be made unlawful for 
a corporation to engage in this kind 
of practice. It is harmfubh in every 
respéct, injurious to the public in- 
terest, and destructive to proper busi- 
néeas standards and ethits. To my

prominence. The youngsters with the 
wild bleed of youth fowing in their 
veins, were herded into closed-up 
classrooms, where so much dry know!- 
edge was paid out to them. This sys- 
tem had its advantages, but there was 
no reason why it should be the only 
system on the face of the earth. 

Yet it came to be so fixed a fact 
that when the question of educating 
children who were physically unfit to 


study within doors arose, the only an- 
ewer that the economists of the last 
century could give was either to make 
the children suffer the ravages of in- 
é%or life, or else give up all hopes of 
being educated. 

EXPERIMENT IN GERMANY. 


Necessity, however, proved in this 
Case, as in others, the mother of in- 
vention. When, lately, State legisiation 
began to impose on all children the 
obligation of going to school, some 
means had to be resurrected to accom- 
modate the subnorma! child. Then the 
firet experiment of open-air schools 
for sickly children was begun. Ger- 
many, as is usuel, was found master 
of the situation, and came into the 
foreground with its little forest school 
at Charlottenburg, a small suburb of 
Berlin. The reports from this school 
soon spread throughout the empire 
and were so startling that similar in- 
stitutions seemed to spring up over- 
night all over the land. England was 
the next to fall in line with the move, 
and in 19807 opened its  fresh-air 
school at the little hamlet of Bostall 
Wood, near London. 

Switzerland and France quickly fol- 
lowed her example, and in 1908 the 
city of Providence, R. I., started the 
first open-air school in the United 
States. Since that time they have been 
established in such rapid succession 
that there are now over 200 in Amer- 
lca, located in more thirty differ- 
ent cities. 

. The Germans designated the first of 

these institutions by the term, “open- 
air recovery schools since they were 
originally intended to accommodate 
pale and sickly children, such as those 
suffering from anaemia, tuberculosis 
and other diseases that made it dan- 
gerous to pen the children in walied- 
up classrooms. To the child that is 
physically subnormal these closed-up 
rooms in which foul alr from the 
breath and bodies of his classmates is 
almost forced down his lungs, while 
the pure air and sunshine are barred 
outside his prison walls, are like so 
many dark dungeon cells. 

His fellow-students may be suffer- 
ing from all sorts of ailments, and 
he is compelled to breathe the air 
passed out through tubercular lungs 


and from sour stomachs and mouths 
in which the teeth are half rotted 
away. Something had to be done to 
relieve this poisonous condition of af- 
fairs and the open-air school was the 
only solution of the difficulty. 

GOOD FOOD STARTS DAY. 


The novel schedule of study em- 
Ployed under the new regime is very 
interesting. Of course, every school 
makes up its own course, but since 
they are all founded for the same gen- 
eral purpose there exists a consequent 
similarity between the methods em- 
ployed by each. As a rule, the stu- 
dents meet in some convenient spot 
about 8:30 o'clock in the morning 
and start for the school, where they 
immediately have breakfast served. 
This plan of feeding the children fits 
in very well with the idea of the 
school, as it gives the directors of the 
student's physical welfare a chance to 
see that he is provided with the 
proper food. For this meal, porridge, 
bread and butter, and milk are served, 
with a bit of fruit occasionally. The 
diet 1s calculated, before everything 
else, to be nourishing. «+ 


After breakfast the first number on 
the programme is active exercise unt)! 
about 10 o'clock. Then a_i three- 
quarters of an hour period of study 
takes place, generally spelling, gram- 
mar, or history. A quarter of an 
hour’s recreation and an hour of 
arithmetic make up the forenoon. Hot 
soup or broth, bread and jelly, and 
milk. or warm cocoa make up the 
noon-day meal. Then follows a per- 
formance that knocks the feet from 
under one of grandmothers mest 
cherished old theories. 

The children are bundled up in 
steamer chairs or cots and bade to go 
to sleep while their lunch digesta. 
Poor old grandmother gasped many 
a time before’ new discoveries of 
acitence were able to persuade her that 
this method of procedure would not 


send the child to an early grave or

NATURE I18 TEXT-BOOK. 


At 2 o'clock some study of nature 
or one akin to it is indulged tn, such 
as botany or geography, and an in- 
atructor escorts the pupils through the 
fields and hills and points out to 
them the different objects such as 
pools and slopes and lakes which the 
dry text-book frequently only half im- 
presses on their minds. After an hour 
and a half of such talks with nature, 
recreation and games are again in or- 
der until 4 o'clock, when some handi- 
work or other study fills the time up 
til the serving of supper; which is 
usually at 5. 

The menu for this meal is very 
changeable, including meats and vege- 
tables, milk, and other healthful foods. 
By 6:30 o'clock the children are again 
in their homes, and after telling moth- 
er and father, in those cases where 
there are a mother and a father, all 
about the day’s work, they are thor- 
oughly ready to run off to their wait- 
ing cots for a good night's rest. Un- 
der circumstances of this nature it is 
no hard matter for a child to spring 
quickly back to health. 

As the fundamental idea of this 
movemeht is to fit the school to the 
child rather than tO make the child 
measure up to the requirements of the

institution there can be no set sched- 
ule or routine which will apply in ei! 
cases. Frequently the schools will 
have in attendance cripples who ate 
unable to indulge in the walks and 
games of the other children, but in 
these cases a teacher is albvays pro- 
vided to interest them in livid stories 
which often give @ much knowledge 
as the pupils can acquire in their 
rambles. In cased where the condi- 
tion of health is such that it will not 
permit of attendance at all of the 
Classes the Invalid is allowed to rest 
during certain periods while the oth- 
ers go ahead with their work. Many 
of the schools even employ busses and 
automobiles to collect the feeble chil- 
dren from their homes in the morn- 
ing and return them in the evening. 
IMMUNITY FROM COLDS. 

Another difficulty arises in some cli- 

mates in the winter time when the 


inclement. Almost the first question 
asked by critics and opponents when 
the proposition of open-air schools 
was launched was: How will you 
keep the child from catching celd 
or even pneumonia, if you expose 
him to the rigorous open-air of north- 
ern winters? This question partially 
answers itself, because there is such a 
thing as man becoming acclimated. to’ 
weather conditions and the children 
who attend these schools in a short 
time become almost immune from 
colds. 

If, however, a child who has been 
walking or playing in the snow gets 
his body or feet wet, there can be nb 
harm come of it as long as_he is ac- 
tive, and the moment that he steps in 
on the floor space, or, as in some 
classes, the open room, he is im- 
mediately hustied to the warm, in- 
closed baths and there thoroughly 
dried before he is exposed to the cold 
again. But as long as he stays out 
of the dampness there is no danger 
at all, because the temperature can Se 
and is, when necessary, modified by a 
big jacketed wood stove that can throw 
off enough heat to drive the children 
out it forced to it.

It consists of a 
long flannel blanket, doubled in two 
with an Insert of layers of cotton bat- 
ting and newsp rs, which are sewed 
in the shape of a bag and made to 
fit the special chairs now used, which 
enable the child to recline further 
than the steamer chairs did and are, 
consequently, somewhat different 
from them.

Charity workers and 
mothers ve supplied the clothing 
and new fixtures, while from soctables 
and benefit affairs enough money has 
been secured to furnish the children 
with their wholesome meals. 

BATTLESHIPS AS SCHOOLS.

Dublin is still the storm center of 
labor unrest in Ireland, in spite of 
the fact that the movement for a 
general “sympathetic” strike all over 
Great Britain completely and igno- 
miniously failed. lots of more or 
less violence continue to occur. Many 
women and children are still starv- 
ing and infants dying dally for want 
of food. The deadlock between the 
employers and the striking transport 
workers is complete, without any 
poe of an immediate or near- 
‘immediate settlement of the dispute. 
The men accepted settlement pro- 
posals made by Sir George Askwith, 
the government strike settler, but the 
employers, firm in their stand for 
industrial liberty, properly refuse to 
agree. 

It cost 6trike-agitator Socialist 
Mayor Lunn just $100 for chopping 
down a tree in Schenectady in con- 
tempt of a*court order to the con- 
trary. What can these Socialists and 
strike agitators be thinking of in so 
attempting to defy the 
aw’? 

It was the outcome of the move- 
ment called the “New Unionism,” 
which came to the front in England 
after the London dock strike in 1889 
and influenced trade union action in 
some quarters for several years. This 
movement, says the Times of Lon- 
don, was inspired by Socialists and 
based on their theory of the rights 
of “labor” as the sole efficient and 
necessary instrument of industry, a 
theory that t* fadically wrong, for 
without capital there would not © be 
any industry. Whenever that theory 
is applied, it always brings things to 
a standstill, for it is essentially false. 
It happened to be strong in the en- 
gineering industry in 1897, and se it 
brought about a futile crisis there. 
The result ve it a decisive check, 
but it has mn revived recent 
years by largely the same men, though 
the application is different. It has 
secured more hold among transport 
workers. than in any purely indus- 
trial gfoups, and the present display 
at Dublin, Ireland, is only one of 
many. The 1.W.W. represents thie 
movement of disregard of iaw and 
order in this country, with its ac- 
companiment of sabotage (destruc- 
tien of property) and syndicalism 
(anarchy.) 

In the past twenty-five years 
the United States there have been 
about 40,000 strikes, affecting over 
8,000,000 workers. In the same

Many clerks work un- 
der conditions in which gentlemen 
would not allow their horses to live 
The recent masked procession of Lon- 
don clerks was a dead failure. 


No Bracelets or Rings for Factory 
Girls. 

State Labor Commissioner Barton 
of West Virginia has decreed that fac | 
tory girls shall not be allowed to wear 
bracelets or rings while at work. 
“Bracelets and rings for the ballroom, 
but unincumbered hands for the fac- 
tory” is the edict. “Jewelry worn by 
girls working about machinery has 
caused more factory accidents in West 
Virginia than any other thing. Wear- 
ing of bracelets and rings about hand- 
fed machinery is practically certain 
to lead to injury oftentimes resulting 
fatally.” Commissioner Barton is 
right. Jewelry as part of giris’ dress 
while working is out of place anyway. 
It is not allowed in English factories 
for many reasons, particularly 
ousy by some girls because of the van- 
ity of the others, and the consequent 
attract of the male workers.

English Mill Hands Extravagant. 

Among the mill hands of Lanca- 
shire—the great cotton manufactur- 
ing district of Engiand—holiday- 
making and particular holiday-spend- 
Ing amounts to a craze. The mills 
there close for a week in August when 
the out-of-town “sprees” are held. 
This year overtime gave the workers 
more money than usual for their an- 
nual “bust.” official of a proemi- 
nent savings society says: Three hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars has 
been paid for the holiday this year 
by savings clubs in Blackburn alone, 
and over $200,000 in Preston (these 
being only two of the cities having 
savings clubs.) Besides this thou- 
sand of pounds have been withdrawn 
from savings banks and the Preston 
Co-operative Society Bank has 
out $63,000, of which nearly $14,000 
went to the workers in only one mill,

How the Laglish Workers Live. 

Benjamin P. Pearson, general su- 
perintendent of the Southern Califor- 
nia Edison Company and.also a well- 
known mission worker in Los Ange- 
les, has just returned from a visit te 
England and says: 

“I found many instances where 
English workingmen, principally farm 
laborers and others of a similar call- 
ing, had raised a family in decency 
and respectability, put a little money 
by for a rainy day—not véry much— 
on the stupendous salary of $3 per 
week. An investigation of their menu 
revails some of the conditions that 
have to be met. Such a luxury as 
ordinary steak is absolutely unknown 
except perhaps on Coronation Day, 
which only comes when somebody 
dies. In talking with one dear old 
English lady who had raised a family 
of thirteen children, she explained 
part of the scientific process as fol- 
lows: A plece of meat suitable for a 
stew would be used the first day to 
furnish a most edible soup, garnished 
with vegetables and toast: the follow- 
ing day the meat for a pudding—the 
meat being thickly interspersed with 
vegetables; the third day. the rem- 
nants used for a most delightful curry, 
the fact that there was not mrch meat 
present in the curry beine discuised 
by the presence of numerous bones. 
The smallest crust is considered too 
valuable even for the chickens.

BURBANK-VERDUGO HILLS. 


Long--Sought Healing Spring Located on Stough 
Ranch, One of the W orld’s Wonder Places of Romance 


and Progress—Building 


of Magnificent Mountain 


Boulevard Leads to the “Fountain of Youth.” 


HE Indian legend of the miraca-

Diego, went to Burbank and pur- 
charned a great plece of property from 
Burbank & Pomeroy. There were 
more than 4000 acres, and with it 
was handed the legend of the hidden 
water. The tale aroused little thought 
in the mind of the purchaser at the 
time. In 18898, on the tenth anni- 

his 


did so. 

It was toward the end of the great 
drought period which for five years 
had scoriated Southern California, 
turning its green fields to gray- 
brown, ite highways to dust wallows, 
and causing the great activity for 
search of water that resulted finally 
in the building of the world-famous 
Los Angeles aqueduct. “The city of 
Los Angeles had even gone so far as 
to get out injunctions against the

From 
time to time, Mrs. Stough has pur- 
Chased other properties adjacent to 
the original tract secured by her 
husband, until today there is nearly

What is popularly termed “the dis- 
trict” an area of about twelve 
square miles surrounding the 
new townsite of Piacentia. 

THE TOWN, 

Two years ago the writer had oc- 
Casion to visit the Placentia district. 
At that time it was a well-established 
orange-growing community and it 
stemed as though the maximum de- 
velopment had been made. The 
orange industry was worked up to 
the highest standard. 

In order to facilitate the market- 
ing of the crop, a large packing-house 
Was constricted at a point in the 
heart of the district and located on 
the Senta Fe Railroad. This was the 
plant of the Piaceftia Orange Grow- 
ers Association. The large building 
Was conspicuous when it was frat 
erected, standing alone without any- 
thine but orange groves surrounding 
it on three sides and a stretch va- 
c@nt land in front. 
Now, after the 


of the mission and Moorish styles. 
Surrounding the building are twelve 
acres of land, providing an extensive 
playground. There is a second build- 
ing close to the school, used for a 
lunch-house. There are eight teach- 
ers in the school and the present en- 
rolilment numbers 192 pupils. 

High school accommodations are 
afforded at Fullerton, which lies three 
miles west of Placentia. The Fuller- 
ton school sends a free auto bus 
through the Placentia district and 
enrries the children to and from the 
school daily. 

Placentia is on the main line of the 
Santa Fe, between Los Angeles and 
San Bernardino In Orange county. 
There are four trains a day arriving 
from Los Angeles, and three from San 
Bernardino going to Los Angeles. The 
round-trip fare is $1.46 from Los An- 
geles. Special commutation tickets 
are issued at reduced rates. 

The ceneral business of both town 
and district ip greatly facilitated by 
the Placentia National Bank. This in- 
stitution is capitalized at $30,000 and 
was organized in October of 1911. 
Since that time it has received a con- 
tinual Increase of patronage, until {ft 
has about 550 deposttors and deposits 
amounting to $150,000. The total as- 
sets Of this bank are in the neighbor- 
hood of $210,000 and there is a sur-~- 
plug and undivided profit account 
amounting to $1600.

There is another firm at Placentia 
which makes a business of packing 
casaba melons grown in the district. 
it has been in operation two years.

a large packing-house at Piacentia. 


ORANGES, WALNUTS AND OIL. 

Why. is the Placentia district par- 
ticularly adapted to citrus culture? 

First, it has the best of soll. This 
soll is, for the most part, uniform in 
texture throughout the entire district. 
It ranges from aA light, sandy loam to 
a heavy black loam. It is an alluvial 
deposit and very deep and well 
drained. 

The cheap water which the district 
receives for irrigation comes from the 
Santa Ana River by a large ditch sys- 
tem. Every acre of ground receives its 
portion of the water and the supply 
is adequate at all times. The land 
owners pay for the water consumed 


and are responsible for their share of 


the maintenance. 


Regarding the frost protection of 


the 


Placentia district, one needs only 
to drive through the country to see 
how little the trees have been af- 
fected by the exceptional cold of last 

ter. 

About three miles north of the town 
of Piacentia on El Sierra Vista 
rancho, the entire fruit crop was ab- 
solutely wu last winter, and 
was marketed at from $56.50 to $7.50 
@ box. This ranch is located on « 
beautiful mesa and is very well pro- 


As an [illustration of what good soll, 
plenty of water and scientific care will 
do in the orange business here, there 
is one twenty-acre grove in the north- 
ern part of the district operated by a 
man who thoroughly understands or- 
ange culture, and who secured 313,000 
fet this year for a crop which passed 
through the winter. These were ten- 
year-old Valencias. In all there were 
1400 trees on the place, which pro- 
duced 12,745 boxes of fruit. 


Although orange growing is the | 


leading pursuit of the district, weal- 
nut culture is also important. The 
walnuts grow well and bear heavy 
crops. They are remarkably free 
from disease and have been returning 
big money to the growers for the last 
three years. 

One of the remarkable things of this 
district is the fact that although the 
surface of the land is rich for horti- 
cultural development, there are at a 
depth of from 20°° to 3000 feet be- 
low the surface, indisputable indica- 
tions of oll.

Five 
days later, May 9, Commander Far- 
rand gave up a fleet of twelve vessels 
in the Tombigbee River, and on the 
10th Gen. Jones surrendered his Flor- 
ida forces, 8600 strong, to Gen. Wii- 
that Mr. Davis was captured 
at Washington, Ga. c 
In the meantime. at Shreveport. 


| La., Gen. Kirby Smith had announced 


Lee’s surrender and declared that he 
would carry on the war to the bitter 
end: Gen. Maxruder carried out a like 
programme at Houston. Tex., and Gen. 
Hardeman at Independence, Gen. Par- 
sons at Jacksonport. and Gen. Jeff 
Thompson at St. Francis. Ark. all de- 
termined to resist forever: and their 
troops, 20,000 fn all, unanimously de- 
clared never to lay down their arma, 
never consent to reconstruction, but, 
with the ald of recruits, proposed to 
add 30,000 men to the armies of Kir- 
by Smith and Magruder. But. as the 
annals of all wars cannot possibly be 
reversed, these armies were all sur- 
rendered on the 26th of May to Gen. 
Canby by Gen. Smith, through his 
chief of staff, Gen. Buckner, and the 
last soldiers that bore arms against 
the government were paroled on June 
5. 1866, at Jacksonport, om the White 
River, and the gallant Gen. Jeff 
Thompsdn, who was the first person 
of importance to rum up a rebel flag 
in Missouri, was the last rebel to lay 
down his arms and saceept parole 
from the United States government. 
The last combats of the Civil War 
east of the Mississippi were Gen. Wii- 
son's battles at Columbus and Weet 
Point, Ga., on the 16th of April, and 
his capture of Macon on the 2ist, five 
days later, with 12,000 soldiers and 
sixty pieces of artillery. But the final 
battle of all was fought on the 12th 
and 13th of May, 1865, at the mouth 
of the Ric Grande. Col. Branson had 
sent out from Brazos Island with 

a mixed command of about 2100 men 
from the Second Texas Cavalry, dis- 
mounted: First M (colored) 
and the Thirty-fourth Indiana, to cap- 
ture some cattle for the use of his 
Eeestee While out he was attacked 
¥ @ force of about 600 Texas cavalry, 
with artillery, under Gens. Slaughter 
and Ford. During the fight a warship 
arrived off the harbor with the news 
of the strrender of Kirby Smith, the 
last of the Confederate forces itn the 
field, and consequently the end of the 
war.

“The need of automobile manufac- 
tories becomes apparent,” said Mr. 
Moore, “when we understand that 
more than $7,000,000 a month or 
about $85,000,000 a year is being spent 
for automobiles of all kinds. Since 
1905, when the registration of motor 
vehicles was begun in California, 
more than 111,000 machines have 
been purchased at a cost of more than 
$250,000,000. This means that with 
only about two a ope-half million 
population as compared to New York's 
nine million, California leads the na- 
tion in the number of machines in 
service. It is a fair and st: king tllus- 
tration of the wide-spread wealth and 
prosperity of the State of which 
Southern California and Los Angeles 
itself can cldim their full share. 

“This certainly should suggest a 
field for manufactories of all sorts 
of automobile equipment and acces 
sories: Our cempany is now work- 
ing to full capacity and we are not 
able to fill our orders as promptly as 
we would wish.
